Artist completes 
21-foot tapestry

The visuals she creates for St. Therese 
Church are designed to convey the Gospel 
messages proclaimed by the church 
throughout the liturgical year. 

In January she began work on a 
21-by-16 foot velvet tapestry that’ will 
cover the back sanctuary wall of the 
church. 

Last. week the nearly completed 
hanging covered her driveway, witnessing 
to passers-by thte meaning of the Easter 
season. Even her 4-year-old son Patrick 
recognized the image on the tapestry as 
God. 

It portrays the white-robed risen Christ 
against a multicolored cross, which 
resembles a stained glass window. 

“The 19-foot figure of Christ 
dominates the cross to show that it has no 
power over Jesus,’’ Faulk explained. 

Other details in the decoration also 
symbolize Christ’s triumph over death. 
Wounds in his hands and feet are shown 
in white. Rays emanating from Jesus’ 
heart reach to the edges of the hanging. 

The artist spent about 150 hours of 
voluntary labor on the tapestry. She 
brings mountains of motivation to her 
work. 

“*It is a dimension of my prayer life. I 
ask God how I can bring about his 
incarnation and kingdom,’’ she said. 
‘‘Wouldn’t the world be different if 
everyone did all they could for the love of 
the Lord? So many people hold back.”’ 

The artist emphasized the need ‘‘to do 
monumental things freely. We’re here to 
pour ourselves out to each other’’ as a 
sign of “‘how much more God loves us.”’ 

However, she does not consider herself 
a self-sacrificing volunteer. ‘“My work is 
more of a gift to me than to the church,”’ 
she said. 

The mother of four young children 
compared the tapestry-making process to 
childbirth. She feels ‘‘in grace’’ during 
the many stages required to bring the 
hanging from conception to completion. 

It began as a scale drawing on graph 
paper. The artist then sketched the face, 
hands and feet of Jesus on acetate and 
used an overhead projector to obtain 
tapestry-size proportions of the features. 
From this enlargement she produced a 
paper pattern.

CCS aids seniors 
with food project 


EL CENTRO — Catholic Community 
Services of Imperial County has joined 
Seniors of Imperial County in a self-help, 
food-harvesting program _ that 
supplements the diets of area seniors. 

Since February the two agencies, using 
fields donated by local farmers, have been 
collecting the crops remaining 
unharvested in citrus groves and 
vegetable fields and loading the food into 
large grocery sacks. The bags are then 
distributed to seniors participating in the 
project and other needy seniors. 

During March, 608 bags containing 
6,848 pounds of produce were harvested. 
On Thursdays in El Centro and Fridays in 
Brawley, seniors pick up the bags for 
themselves and volunteers deliver other 
bags to shut-ins. 

Healthy seniors are asked to volunteer 
two hours or more a week to the program, 
and over 270 seniors are involved in the self- 
help program. 


Gustave Ehrentraut, Ph.D., director of 
the Imperial Valley Catholic Community 
Services, said the program is funded 
through a state grant during a five-month 
start-up period. 

Following the evaluation period, CCS 
plans to apply for state renewal funds. 
“‘The program will cost over $30,000 a 
year, and state funds are not sufficient to 
sustain the program,’’ said Dr. 
Ehrentraut.

Father Regin resigns 
as director of CCS

SAN DIEGO — Father Douglas 
Regin, executive director of Catholic 
Community Services since 1978, has 
resigned. 

Father Regin said this week that he 
submitted his formal resignation to the 
agency’s corporate board on April 1. 

““Pve been here for 10 years, nine as 
director, and I just feel it’s time to move 

’ Father Regin said. 


He will remain at CCS until Bishop 
Leo T. Maher determines a date of 
transition, probably some time in 
October, Father Regin said. 

Father James Mason, assistant director 
of CCS, is expected to replace Father 
Regin as director. Father Mason will 
complete studies for a master’s degree in 
social work at San Diego State University 
in May. He is in residence at St. William 
Church in Del Mar. 

Father Regin said CCS is moving into 
a stage in which it is working to stabilize 
the many programs that it administers. 


“T’m more of a program development 
person. It’s time for me to get into parish 
ministry,’’ he said, adding that he does 
not know where he will be assigned. 

Since February, Father Regin has been 
serving as administrator of Ascension 
parish in Tierrasanta while the pastor, 
Father Neal Dolan, is away on sabbatical. 

He said he is pleased that ‘‘people now 
see CCS as a partner in problem-solving 
in issues relating to homelessness, refugee 
resettlement and immigration.’ 

Father Regin is also proud of the many 
ecumenical programs that have been 
developed under his leadership. He cited 
the Centro de Asuntos Migratorios, the 
Ecumenical Service Center, the House of 
Rachel and the Storefront. 

CCS’ growth under his directorship is 
evidenced in the increase in its annual 


budget, from $1.6 million when he took. 


charge to $4 million today. 


Born in Syracuse, N.Y., in 1943, 
Father Regin completed his seminary 
study at Holy Cross Preparatory 
Seminary in Dunkirk, New © York; 
Immaculate Heart Seminary in San 
Diego, and St. Patrick Seminary in 
Menlo Park. 

He was ordained for the Diocese of San 
Diego by Archbishop elect Francis J. 
Furey on June 7, 1969, in St. Joseph 
Cathedral. 

Following ordination he served as 
associate pastor at Our Lady of Angels 
parish, San Diego; Our Lady of 
Guadalupe Church, San Bernardino; and 
St. Martin parish, La Mesa. 

In 1974, he obtained a leave of absence 
for study at The Catholic University of 
America in Washington, D.C., where he 
earned masters degrees in social work and 
church administration. 

Upon his return in 1977, he worked as 
a marriage and family counselor at CCS. 
He* was appointed executive director’ of 
the social service agency the following 
year. 

Father’ Regin has also served as 
administrator of Our Lady of Angels 
parish in 1986 and Holy Family parish 
from 1978-79. 

He is a member of many professional 
organizations, including the Academy of 
Social Workers, Catholic Charities of 
California and the Canon Law Society of 
America. 

He is also affiliated with several civic 
groups, including the Downtown Social 
Problems Task Force, the San Diego 
Interfaith Housing Council and the Joint 
Committee on Refugee Resettlement of 
the California Legislature. 

Father Regin has received three awards 
in recognition of his community 
involvement: the Community Service 
Award ‘from the San Diego Housing 
Commission in 1986, the Christian Unity 
Award from the Diocese of San Diego 
Ecumenical Conference in 1986, and the 
Bishop Buddy Award from the University 
of San Diego Alumni in 1985.

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Easter gives us 
opportunity for 
happiness, hope 


Easter is a time of resurrected life, a new 
beginning. “‘He is risen from the dead and now he 1s going 
before you into Galilee. ’’ 

Sacred ceremonies become theaters where 
consciousness is revived and paradox is actualized. 
Black becomes white, night becomes day, light 
pierces the darkness. Christ is risen! 

“He 1s not here. Behold the place where they laid him.’’ 

All the schemes of his enemies came to naught. 
They could not silence him. They put seals on the 
Holy Sepulchre and ordered soldiers to guard the 
tomb. But they had left God out of their 
calculations. 


Frequently we see people making great plans. 
They think they are going to succeed, but they, too, 
leave God out of their calculations.. The earth 
trembles, the tomb opens, and the risen ~Christ 
comes forth. 


He was mortal, and therefore he could die, but he 
went into the grave in order that he might conquer 
death. He went into the grave in order that he might 
rob the grave of its terrors. Our Lord broke in 
pieces the chains of death and conquered sin. 

“He is risen, he is not here. Behold the place where they 
laid him.”’ 


The tomb cannot hold us, either. Christ’s victory 
was not for himself alone. It was for every one of us. 
His resurrection is the image of our resurrection. As 
he rose again, so shall we. 

When you plant the seed in the ground and cover 
it up, is that the end of it? No, to the contrary. It is 
the beginning. The rind of the seed decays, but the 
life that is in the seed gathers strength from the 
destruction of its coat. It sends roots into the soil 
and leaves toward’ the sky. So shall it be with us. 
The life that is in us never dies. 


When our Lord appeared to the doubting 
Thomas, Thomas’ words burst forth: ‘‘My Lord, 
my God.”’ It is the Easter victory of Jesus over the 
resentful Thomas and the final breakthrough to the 
believer in him. 

The power of the resurrection enables us to 
overcome sin and bitterness and offer it as a trophy 
to the triumphant Lord. 


Today especially, our world can close in on us 
because we allow ourselves to be enveloped with 
sorrow, grief and just plain negative thinking. We 
become bored with life and weighed down with its 
tragedies instead of participating in the joys of life. 

Are we to be held captive by sadness and grief? 
Or are we children of God, of the resurrected 
Christ, who overcame evil? 


We who are people of Easter joy should not allow 
ourselves to be manipulated by the evil around us. 
Easter gave us the power to overcome evil, and the 
love to warm up the world. Forgiveness is not a wipe 
with the sponge. It is a new creation of freedom, the 
love as fresh and new as on the first day of creation. 

Today’s technology has unraveled many of the 
mysteries in modern life. When it comes to death, 
however, mankind is left shrouded in uncertainty. 
Death is the main source of the anxiety affecting 
modern consciousness. The human person knows 
he is destined to die, but he has an instinct and a will 
to live. 


This is as it should be, because God made 
mankind not for death, but for resurrection. 
Resurrection overcomes death. Faith in Christ tells 
us that mankind is being drawn beyond death into 
eternal life. The key to the mystery of mankind is 
the fact that God has promised to regenerate each 
person as his child, and to breathe into each his 
spirit of love. 

The resurrection of Jesus brings meaning into a 
world that is searching for just that. The risen 
Christ radiates light and love. And all who look to 
him will find themselves walking a road leading to a 
life of happiness and joy. 
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It’s a time to sing ‘Alleluia!’ 


“Christians are an Easter people, and Alleluia is our song.’ 


That ancient axiom sums up both the feast of Easter 
and the faith of Easter that makes us Christians. 

St. Ignatius of Antioch, one of the first post-apostolic 
writers, expressed that faith in one of his seven letters. 

“‘By his resurrection, Christ raised up a standard over 
his saints and faithful ones for all time in the one body of 
his church,”’ he wrote. ‘‘He endured all this for us, for 
our salvation. He really suffered, and just as truly, rose 
from the dead. He was united with his body after the 
resurrection.”’ 

In another letter, St. Ignatius observed that ‘‘those who 
lived by the ancient customs attained a fresh hope. They 
no longer observed Saturday, but Sunday, the Lord’s 
Day, for on that day life arose for us through Christ and 
through his death.”’ 

St. Justin, martyr, when discussing the importance of 
the Eucharist, adds the same note: ‘‘We hold our 
common assembly on Sunday because it is the first day of 
the week, because on that day our Savior, Jesus Christ, 
rose from the dead.”’ 

The great theologian of the next century, St. 
Athanasius, writing on the need for the Incarnation, said 
it was God’s plan to fulfill our destiny through Easter. 

“*This is the reason why the word assumed a body that 
could die. This was the way in which the word was to 
restore mankind to immortality, after it had fallen into 
sin, and summon it back from death to life. 

“He utterly destroyed the power that death had against 
mankind, as fire consumes chaff, by means of the body he 
had taken and the grace of the resurrection.”’ 

St. Gregory of Nyssa, in his Easter sermon, told us how 
we should respond to Easter. ‘‘Faith is the womb that 
conceives this new life, baptism the rebirth by which it is 
brought forth. The church is its nurse, her teachings are 
its milk, and the bread from heaven its food. 


Faith can be a 


As Jews and Christians celebrate their respective holy 
days of Passover and Easter, bridges of understanding 
should be built between our two communities. 

Our Catholic preaching and explanation of the 
Scriptures, particularly during Holy Week and the Easter 
Season, should be careful to avoid any comments which 
might be misconstrued as anti-Judaic. 


A careful examination of the sacred Scriptures and 
their historical context is essential for a proper 
understanding of the messages they convey. 


The Second Vatican Council’s ‘‘Declaration on the 
Relations of the Church to non-Christian Religions,”’ 
Nostra Aetate, reminds us of the unique relationship Jews 
and Christians share. The fathers of the council urged us 
to be open to dialogue with our Jewish brothers and sisters 
and to be cognizant of those common elements of the 
liturgical life (formulae, feasts, rites, etc.) in which the 
Bible holds an essential place. 


Thus, the events of Jewish Holy Days become events 
for which Christians should show deep interest and 
respect, since they celebrate the roots of our own faith life. 

In the “‘Guidelines on Religious Relations with the 
Jews,’’ issued December 1, 1974, the church reminds us 
that: 


«Jewish and Christian tradition, founded on the word 
of God, is aware of the value of the human person, the 
image of God. Love of the same God must show itself in 
effective action for the good of mankind. In the spirit of 
the prophets, Jews and Christians will work willingly 
together, seeking social justice and peace at every level — 
local, national and international. At the same time, such 
collaboration can do much to foster mutual 
understanding and esteem.”’ 

In some parishes, this mutual esteem and recognition is 
sought by a parochial celebration of a Passover Seder 
meal. 


“Tt is brought to maturity by the practice of virtue; it is 
wedded to wisdom; it gives birth to hope. Its home is the 
kingdom, its end not death but the blessed and yo 
life prepared for us. 

Pope St. Gregory the Great adds a final touch. “The 
disbelief of Thomas has done more for our faith than the 
faith of all the other disciples. 

“As he touches Christ and is won over to belief, every 
doubt is cast away and our faith is strengthened. The 
disciple who doubted, but then: felt Christ’s wounds, 
becomes a witness to the reality of Christ’s resurrection. 
Touching Christ he cried out, ‘My Lord and My God!”’ 

The writers of the early centuries were most interested 
in witnessing to the fact of the resurrection, that Christ 
“rose from the dead, glorious and immortal.’’ His 
glorified body was the instrument of his actions during the 
final 40 days of his physical presence on earth. 

However, when the question did finally arise as to 
where he stayed for those 40 days — after all, the 
evangelists only recount several of his appearances during 
that time — the pious conclusion of saints and 
theologians, one that I find convincing, is that the Blessed 
Mother enjoyed his physical presence throughout those 40 
days. 

Now, as we approach the 40 days of Easter-time, we 
should live so as to enjoy his presence with us now, and as 
a preparation both for the rest of our lives and for our 
eternity with him. 

And my Easter wish for all of you: Alleluia!

While Christians can easily identify the roots of the 
Eucharist in this ancient memorial of freedom and new 
life, they should also be careful not to blur the lines of 
distinction between a very important Jewish celebration 
and the Lord’s Supper. 

While we accept that the Last Supper was a passover 
meal between Jesus and his apostles, we should not 
attempt to “‘baptize’’ our parish Seder meals and make of 
them something they are not, that is, Christian memorials 
of the institution of the Eucharist. 

If Christians wish to commemorate the Passover and 
our freedom from bondage in Egypt, then we should do so 
by preserving the ancient and venerable texts and 
meaning of the ritual. To Christianize the Passover Seder 
would require inappropriate adaptation of the rites of the 
Jewish celebration and would thus violate the Seder as 
well as our understanding of the roots of our own history. 
Here, common sense and sensitivity to a uniquely Jewish 
celebration should be foremost in the minds of our parish 
planning teams. 

As our world shrinks ever smaller, let us all work 
together, on a local level, to promote the ideals set forth 
by Vatican II in this area of Christian/Jewish relations. In 
so doing, our two communities will develop a better 
understanding of each other, be drawn closer together 
and serve as a catalyst for combined efforts for peace and 
harmony among the various elements of our human 
family.

California bishops issue AIDS pastoral _

SACRAMENTO, Calif. — Any Christian response to 
people with AIDS must start with ‘‘unconditional love 
and compassion,”’ the Catholic bishops of California said 
in a joint pastoral letter. 

The bishops’ pastoral letter on AIDS, titled ‘‘A Call to 
Compassion,’’ was released in Sacramento April 8. The 
23 Latin- and Eastern-rite bishops of the California 
Catholic Conference said they took the unusual step of 
issuing a joint pastoral in part because ‘‘the 
unprecedented epidemic of AIDS has affected 
Californians in an extraordinary fashion.”’ 

They urged their people to help prevent AIDS through 
sexual morality, but at the same time to treat those 
suffering AIDS with care, not judgment. 

All Catholics ‘‘as disciples of Jesus Christ’’ are called to 
“care for the sick, to show them they are loved,’’ the 
bishops declared. Those with AIDS “‘are sisters and 
brothers of Jesus and bear a special resemblance to him 
because of their suffering.”’ 

‘*Because the sick will be saved ‘by personal faith and 


the faith of the church,’’’ the bishops said, ‘‘we are 
reminded that it is not only health personnel and pastors 
who bear responsibility for attending to the infirm... . 
All baptized persons share in this ministry.”’ 

In imitation of Jesus, who healed ‘‘the outcasts and the 
wounded of his world . . . without judging individuals or 
imputing blame,’’ Christians should give those with 
AIDS a response ‘‘of compassion, not of judgment,’’ the 
bishops said. 

The California prelates urged people to get over 
‘irrational fears’? about acquired immune deficiency 
syndrome, or AIDS, by studying ‘‘basic facts’’ about 
“the nature of AIDS and AIDS-related complex (ARC), 
how the disease is transmitted, and how its spread can be 
prevented.’’ 

The bishops urged people to read the U.S. surgeon 
general’s report on AIDS for ‘‘clear biological and 
medical’’ information on the disease. 

Because AIDS transmission often touches on ‘‘such 
intimate and sacred areas as human sexuality,’’ the 
bishops said, the scientific and medical facts must be 
placed ‘‘in a moral context.”’ 


They said the surgeon general’s report ‘‘makes it clear 
that fear can be useful when it helps people avoid behavior 
that puts them at risk for AIDS. 

‘‘And so, avoidance of illicit use of drugs, sexual 
abstinence before marriage and monogamous fidelity 
within marriage recommend themselves as medically 
necessary as well as morally responsible,’’ they wrote. 
““The recovery of the virtue of chastity may be one of the 
most urgent needs of contemporary society.”’ 

The bishops urged ‘“‘special training’’ for church 
outreach to homosexual persons, a group facing highest 
risk of AIDS but also in many cases already suffering 
alienation ‘‘from the church and its spiritual life.’”’ 

They asked people to avoid irrational community 
responses such as legislation or other actions denying the 
rights of those with AIDS or isolating them from the 
community. 

“*People with AIDS-ARC remind us that they are not 
distant and unfamiliar victims to be pitied or shunned, 
but persons who deserve to remain within our communal 
consciousness and to be embraced with unconditional 
love,’’ the bishops wrote. 


Archbishop announces priest’s death from AIDS

WASHINGTON — In an unprecedented action, 
Archbishop James Hickey of Washington announced 
April 10 that one of his priests had died of AIDS, acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome. 

The priest, who died the previous day, was 44-year-old 
Father Michael Peterson, a psychiatrist noted for helping 
priests and nuns with drug dependency and sexual 
problems. 

It was the first case in the United States in which a 
priest’s death from AIDS was publicized by his bishop. 

Father Peterson was founder and director of St. Luke’s 
Institute in Suitland, Md., a Washington suburb. The 
institute treats priests, brothers and nuns from across the 
country. 

“His tragic death is a reminder to us of the personal 
and human dimensions of this growing epidemic,’’ 
Archbishop Hickey told reporters. He said Father 
Peterson had agreed before his death that the cause of 
death would be made public. 

A month before he died, with the archbishop’s 
encouragement, Father Peterson wrote to all the priests of 
the Washington archdiocese and to bishops across the 
country who had sent priests to his institute, informing 
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them confidentially that he was dying of AIDS. He asked 
their prayers. 

In his letter to bishops, Father Peterson wrote, ‘‘I hope 
that in my own struggle with this disease, in finally 
acknowledging that I have this lethal syndrome, there 
might come some measure of compassion, understanding 
and healing for me and for others with it — especially 
those who face this disease alone and in fear.”’ 

Archbishop Hickey told reporters he did not know how 
Father Peterson contracted AIDS and had not tried to 
find out. He said when the priest told him the nature of 
his illness at the end of February, his sole concern was to 
“‘reach out’’ with “‘support, prayers and assistance, as his 
bishop, as his friend and his brother in the Lord.’’ 

AIDS is contracted through an exchange of bodily 
fluids with a carrier of the disease. Because the most 
common forms of transmission are homosexual relations 
and sharing of needles for intravenous drug use, deaths of 
priests from AIDS have usually been shrouded in secrecy. 

Recent research by National Catholic News Service 
indicated that nationwide at least 20 Catholic priests and 
brothers have died of AIDS, although the names have 
become public in only a handful of cases. ; 

Father Peterson ‘‘feared his illness might be used in a 
sensational way to undermine his work or to attack the 
church that he served,’’ Archbishop Hickey said. 
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‘‘What is most important,’’ he added, ‘‘is not how he 
died, but how he served’’ the hundreds of alcoholic, 
chemical-dependent or sexually disturbed priests, 
brothers and nuns who found help at St. Luke’s Institute. 

The archbishop said he encouraged the dying priest to’ 
let brother priests and bishops know because ‘‘the worst 
part of it (dying of AIDS) is the isolation.”’ 

“‘T shared with him my conviction that the truth about 
his illness would bring forth support and compassion, not 
judgment and rejection,’’ the archbishop said. 
Archbishop Hickey reportedly visited Father Peterson 
almost every day in his final month of life. 


In his March 9 letter telling the priests of the 
Washington archdiocese that he had AIDS, Father 
Peterson wrote, ‘‘For 11 months I have struggled, with 
the help of the Eucharist and my own ever deepening faith 
and knowledge, that at my death I will meet him (God) in 
the love that he has promised through the life, death and 
resurrection of his son, Jesus Christ.’’ 

The response from bishops and priests to Father 
Peterson’s letters was an ‘‘immediate and overwhelming 
outpouring of support,’’ Archbishop Hickey said. 


Archbishop Hickey said he hoped Father Peterson’s 
decision to reveal that he had AIDS would help others 
with the disease become more open about it.

Judge says diocese cannot evict group from church 


SAN JOSE, Calif. — The Diocese of 
San Jose may not evict a group of 
Vietnamese Catholics from the church 
they have occupied since last July, a judge 
ruled April 3. 

Judge Robert Foley of Santa Clara 
Superior Court denied the diocese’s 
request for a court order to remove the 
group from Our Lady Queen of Martyrs 
Mission, saying there were other legal 
options, including going to trial. 

The group is protesting the fact that the 
diocese has not allowed it to establish a 
‘‘personal parish’’ determined by ethnic 
identity rather than geographic 
boundaries. 

The group has claimed Bishop Pierre 
DuMaine of San Jose wants to assimilate 
the Vietnamese community, but the 
bishop denies the charge. 

At a March press conference Bishop 
DuMaine announced he had directed the 
diocesan attorney to begin legal eviction 
proceedings and expressed ‘‘sadness and 
frustration’? at what he called the 
manipulation of information by a small 
group. 

Services at the mission have been 
disrupted since July 21, 1986, when 
members of the Vietnamese community 
_. occupied the facilities and prevented the 
new pastor, Father Paul Duong, from 
entering to celebrate Mass. 


Father Curran accepts 
visiting professorship 


WASHINGTON — Father Charles E. 
Curran, a moral theologian suspended 
from teaching at The Catholic University 
of America because of his dissent from 
certain church teachings, has accepted'a 
one-year visiting professorship for 1987-88 
at Cornell University in Ithaca, N.Y., 
National Catholic News Service learned 
April 14. 

The appointment was not to be 
announced until a press conference the 
following day, but independent 
confirmations were obtained from offices at 
Catholic University, Cornell University 
and the Diocese of Rochester, N.Y., where 
Father Curran belongs as a priest. 

In a written statement that was to be 
released April 15, Father Curran said the 
appointment did not affect his legal status at 
Catholic University, where he is fighting, 
through internal academic procedures and 
in civil court, to retain his job and be 
restored to active teaching.

causes of the problems. The report, 
“‘Africa’s Crisis and the Church in 
Britain,’’ is to be considered by the 
Bishops’.

Group wants pope’s ear, 
not speeches during visit 


WASHINGTON — The group 
Catholics Speak Out called April 9 for Pope 
John Paul II to cut his speeches in half and 
listen more when he visits the United States 
this September. At a press conference in 
Washington, the group launched a drive 
for signatures on a letter urging the pope 
“*to reduce the number or length of your 
talks by half and spend at least half of your 
time in each city listening to the voices of the 
Catholic people.’’ The group also 
announced plans to urge local dialogue in 
parishes and dioceses across the country 
before the pope’s visit. Catholics Speak 
Out was formed last November to protest 
the Vatican’s ‘‘mounting array of 
‘disciplinary’ actions taken toward the 
U.S. church.’’ It currently claims a 
membership of about 3,500 people from 44 
states.

Anti-war priests’ trial 
ends in hung jury 


PHILADELPHIA — A federal trial of 
four anti-war protesters, including two 
priests suspended by the Philadelphia 
Archdiocese, ended with a hung jury April 
7. The group had been tried on charges of 
trespass, conspiracy and damaging 
government property. A new trial was 
scheduled to begin May 11. The four, who 
call themselves ‘‘The Epiphany 
Plowshares,’’ were tried for their actions 
during a Jan. 6 break-in at the Willow 
Grove Air Station. According to the 
charges the four — Father Dexter Lanctot, 
Father Thomas McGann, Gregory Boertje 
and Lin Romano — entered the naval 
station in the early morning of Jan. 6, the 
feast of Epiphany, and damaged a Marine 
helicopter, an Army helicopter and a P-3 
prop-jet. After the arrests the archdiocese 
removed both priests from their 
assignments and informed them that their 
priestly faculties were suspended until 
further notice. 


Pope to visit Walesa 
during June trip 


VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul II 
is scheduled to visit former Solidarity 
leader Lech Walesa and stop at the grave of 
a murdered priest during his June trip to 
Poland, according to a communique 
released in April by a church-state 
commission in Warsaw. Vatican sources, 
who confirmed the details of the schedule, 
said that during the June 8-14 visit the pope 
also would beatify two Poles: a teen-age girl 
who was stabbed to death fighting off a 
Russian soldier’s attempted rape in 1914 
and a bishop who died in the German 
concentration camp at Dachau in. 1943. 
Both are being considered for sainthood as 
‘‘martyrs.’’ It will be the pope’s third trip to 
his homeland since his election in 1978.

She needed a model to draw details of 
these parts of Christ’s body — a role filled 
by her husband Mark. 


It was then time to cut the pieces from 
18 different colors of velvet and arrange 
each one until the image of Christ 
emerged from the spruce green 
background. 


This hanging replaces the gold one she 
made two years ago, which did not blend 
with the church’s spruce green 
decorations added last Christmas. 

Worshipers at the Easter Vigil service 
will be greeted by more than a new floor- 
to-ceiling tapestry. In front of the altar 
will stand an intricately designed 2-foot 
papier-mache Easter egg containing silk 
flowers. 

Faulk and another parishioner, Ruth 
Littlefield, created this visual. The egg 
symbolizes new life promised by the 
resurrection; the flowers remind 
Christians of their baptismal calling to 
grow spiritually, Littlefield explained. 

The altar will be flanked with masonite 
lilies, over 5 feet high, that Faulk painted. 

She will also adorn the church with a 
white lace altar cloth, podium cover and 
cross hanging from the choir loft. 

These Easter decorations contrast 
sharply with her banners that hung from 
the sides of the sanctuary during Lent. 

The 8-foot plum-colored banners show 
a bird descending from the sun onto 
water, representing the spirit of God 
breathing life into creation, she said. 

Although her inspiration for these 
visuals came two days before Ash 
Wednesday, she hung them before the 
first Mass that morning. One of Mother 
Teresa’s messages — ‘‘Love has to be put 
into action’? — inspired her to complete 
the rushed activity. She was listening to a 
videotaped documentary of the nun while 
making the banner. 

Faulk began making decorations for St. 
Therese Church three years ago, 
sometimes working on_ several tasks 
simultaneously. 

She interrupted her Easter project for 
six weeks to make and install draperies for 
the Blessed Sacrament altar and for the 
wedding kneeler. She also made three 


confessional screens and a life-size 
painting of the Good Shepherd for the 
school. 

Last Christmas she covered the 
sanctuary wall with a tapestry of the Holy 
Family. Parishioners were overwhelmed 
by this visual, said Msgr. William Elliott, 
pastor. 


Odette Dube agrees. Her work is awe- 
inspiring, she said of the artist. ‘‘It shows 
many levels of meaning’’ perceived by 
parishioners according to the depth of 
their spirituality, she said. 


Father Christopher Merris, associate 
pastor, said that Faulk’s work enhances 
the church’s environment for worship. 
‘“‘Her images evoke a response that 
inspires people to wrestle with the image 
and come up with their own expression in 
prayer.”’ 


Mark Faulk said parishioners comment 
on ‘“‘the feeling of warmth’’ Paulette’s 
decorations give. 


She said that ‘“‘it’s exciting to watch 
people’s faces when they enter the 
church.’’ Facing the assembly while 
singing with her husband affords her a 
view of their reactions. 

“However, she does not confuse the 
“*stimulus to worship”’ with prayer itself. 
‘‘Decorations are an invitation to 
worship; after you accept you go to the 
feast,« she (said, nefterring sto 
contemplative prayer. 


Her artistry will soon extend beyond 
her parish. Those who view the Easter 
Sunday Mass televised on Channel 39 
will see three representations of stained 
glass windows she created by covering 
Styrofoam with pieces of velvet and 
outlining them with metallic chain. 


Faulk, formerly a_ professional 
seamstress, has received no formal 
education in art. Her bachelor’s degree is 
in literature. 


But she eyes the world from a unique 
point of view. ‘‘My art has always been a 
celebration of life’s silent, forgotten or 
hidden miracles. For me, the 
purpose of art is to soften the heart so 
people can see how good it is to be alive.”’

Some young adults fear commitment 
because they are afraid to be tied down, 
he said. 

“Young adult years are a time of 
values clarification. That’s why the 
church should be a part of the process. It’s 
a time when young adults search for 
identity and ask themselves, ‘What do I 
stand for?’ ’’ Stonecipher said. 

One way for young adults to discover 
their identity is sharing their Christian 
values with others, he added. 

The conference will provide a support 
community where young adults can hear 
the Catholic perspective and enhance 
their faith. 

““Many people have the impression 
that young adults are all yuppies ... that 
they’re narcissistic and immoral,’’ 
Stonecipher said. 

In truth, he submitted, many young 
adults lead Christian lives. It is just that 
society seldom hears about them. 

U.S. culture is often ego-centered, he 
said. ‘‘What can I get for me?’’ is often 
emphasized by our consumer-oriented 
culture. 

“The struggle for young adults is to 
find their own values and live them out in 
this environment,’ Stonecipher said. 

Bob Bartlett, director of youth and 
young adult ministries for the Diocese of 
Peoria, Ill., will be the conference’s 
keynote speaker. His talk will focus on 
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how young adults are connected with 
God, others and the larger world. 

Stonecipher said he hopes this will be 
the first of many such conferences in the 
diocese. He and eight others have been 
planning the day for the past year. They 
are anticipating some 350 participants. 

““We’re making the day diverse, to 
meet the different needs young adults 
have,’’ he said. 

The conference is open to both single 
and married persons. To enable young 
adults with children to take part, free 
babysitting will be available. 


To promote the larger church, children 
in grades 1-3 at six parish elementary 
schools have been enlisted to draw 
pictures — which will be used as 
decorations at the event — of how they 
are connected to God. Children will also 
serve on the hospitality committee, he 
added. 


Father Edward Kaicher, youth office 
director, will celebrate the liturgy at 3 
p-m. 


Gene Knight, a disc jockey for B-100, 
will be D.J. at the dance, Stonecipher 
said. 

Conference cost is $10 before April 20 
and $12 after that date.

Human suffering is our lot, whether we like it or not. “In 
bringing about Redemption through suffering, Christ also 
raised human suffering to the level of Redemption,” said’ 
Pope Paul Il, quoting his encyclical “‘Salvifici doloris.” He ~ 
emphasised the importance of the ministry of suffering to 
give power to missionary work. Though someone may be 
confined to a wheelchair, or otherwise incapable of 
entering the mission field directly, the wonderful power of 
rch suffering is transmitted to strengthen the Church in the 

issions. 


The Pope related how St. Therese of the Child Jesus, as 
patron of the missions, was a “prisoner of love in the 
Carmel of Lisieux.” She wanted to ‘traverse the whole 
world and plant the cross of Christ everywhere.” She wrote: 
“I would like to have been a missionary, not only for some 
years, but to have been a missionary from the creation of 
the world and to continue to the consumation of centuries.” 


The Pope has exhorted all who suffer to give this 
“apostolic and missionary significance” to their sufferings. 
“Those who suffer in soul and body know that the Church 
relies On you, the Pope counts on you, so that the name of 
Jesus may be proclaimed to the limits of the earth.” 


The challenge of suffering is the power of missions. We 
all have some suffering to share and to help the 
powerhouse.
